Congress specifically what our 
aims are,” Lugar said. 

Lugar said he purposely had 
avoided using the phrase “declara- 
tion of war’’ or mentioning the 1974 
War Powers Act. Asked whether 
reporters could accurately portray 
him as wanting a declaration of 
war without calling it that, Lugar 
replied, ‘‘That is correct.” 

“What we really want is authori- 
zation for the president to act,” he 
said. Lugar said his worst fear is 
that war could break out because 
Saddam misunderstands the U.S. 
resolve. 

Lugar said he is concerned there 
has been “an erosion around the 
edges” among allies for support of 
U.S. policy in the Gulf 


Whue he finds no erosion w 
support among his constituents, Lu- 
gar said, “There is a desire to 
know where we are there ... They 
almost are left to their imagina- 
tions.” 

After spelling out- U.S. goals, 
Lugar said, Bush “must call for a 
session of the Congress and set a 
date for the return of the Congress 
to debate these issues and vote — 
affirmatively, I would presume — 
so that we have authorization for 
what is required,” Lugar said on 
NBC’s “Today” show. 

Sen. Sam Nunn, D-Ga., chairman 
of the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee, agreed that “the Congress 
should be involved here.” 

Bush ‘thas made a fundamental 
change in policy” in ordering an 
additional 200,000 U.S. troops to the 
Persian Gulf, Nunn said on the 
same program.
